HE Chicago Post, owned by the sain? man 


•who owus the Indianapolis Star, has de- 


\ clared unequivocably for the League of Na- 


tions, setting forth impressive reasons for its 
refusal to follow Republican leadership against 
the document which is the hope of the world. 
, They who merely read partisan papers of the 


unscrupulous sort, and hear party orators of 
the sand lot variety may perhaps be ignorant 
of the fact that the league which Watson sol- 
emnly tells us has been abandoned in Europe, 
has actually prevented two wars already—be- 
tween Poland and Lithuania, and between 
Sweden and Finland. This, says the Post, b 
reason enough for supporting the league whicn 
made possible the prevention of two wars. Ad- 
mitting that wars between the countries men- 
tioned might not affect us in this country, the 
Post remind^ us that "it is out of such contro- 
versies that gieat wars grow" when "the 
sparks get beyond control and the couflagra- 
j how the league "closes the door to 


tion follows." These wars have been prevent- 
ed by the League of Nations. And, adds th<; 
Post, having in mind the hypocritical proposal 
of Harding, "it is to he noted that it is not soino 
vague association of nations, nebulously nas- 
cent in the minds of certain gentlemen, but the 
League of Nations, created-at Versailles and 
operating under the much abused covenant, 
•which commands the confidence of Sweden. 
Finland and Lithuania, and acts now aj. the 
world's defense against new strifes." And th« 
Post's conclusion sums up all: 


The best, answer to the league's opponents 


is the league itself. It moves with the wise de- 
liberation to the doings of its appointed tasks. 
Quietly it has been charting out the field 01 
•work while men have jeered and maligned and 
misrepresented. In spite of all efforts to weak- 
en and belittle it, we see the nations turning 
to it for help and guidance. Hiram Johnson 
scoffs at it, but Sweden and Finland trust it; 
Borah proclaims it a maker of wars, but Pol- 
and and Lithuania lay down their arms and 
agree to follow its path of peace. 


America cannot afford to stand aloof from 


the League of Nations. Whatever its defects, 
it is justifying itself. By its service it is claim- 
ing America's 
co-operation in making it 


stronger, wiser and fitter for the guiding of the 
world's •welfare. 


It is worthy of comment that Mr. Schaf- 


er's Indianapolis Star is again standijis- for the 
league. Nothing surely could be so ghastly as 
for America to subscribe to the Harding pro- 
gram to destroy this league which has done 
these things, and then smugly suggest to the 
nations that have been served to join with us 
in forming some other "association of na- 
tions" which even is not clear even in the mind 
of the nominee. The League of Nations—they 
call it 'Wilson's League of Nations'—is here to 
stay, and America will either enter with the 
forty odd nations, or remain without with Rus- 
sia, Mexico and Turkey—"the Bush league," 
as our cartoonist aptly calls it.

us to the use of force to maintain territorial 
integrity as it exists today. 


It -vas really not becoming a candidate for 


president to resort to such a cheap misrepre- 
sentation of the facts. Mr. Harding knows full 
well that the covenant guarantees the terri- 
torial integrity of existing states only "agamst 
external aggression," and even Mr. Harding 
not so stupid as to believe that this means that 
the world is to put down rebellions and revolu- 
tions that come from within. This was such a 
flagrant fraud that even the most hardened of- 
fenders against the truth have long since 
chopper! that particular falsehood, and it is dis- 
tressing to find it resurrected by a presidential 
nominee.

And since he admits that if elected president 
he won't turn his hand over to do anything for 
Ireland, what difference does it make to him 
if the door is closed?
